Some 
of their most adroit men with a keen appetite for the easy 
money it would mean to them were sent to enroll as many 
penighted Hoosiers in the hooded order as would be pos- 
#ible. Indianapolis, Kokomo and Muncie were made the big 
tecruiting stations, and, after attaining success in contfol- 
ling politics in these places, they pressed their effort in a’ 
| gtate-wide way. Politicians now were ready*to be their 
tools, because of the big vote which it was theirs either fo 
lose or gain by friendly co-operation. In any state where 
the two big political parties ard fairly evenly divided it does 
not require more than ten per cent of the votes, if they can 
be controlled, to win an election either way. 

The saddest thing about the whole situation is thaf the 
antecedents of Stevenson and his henchmen from outside 
the state were not investigated. The former, who is now 
serving a life sentence in a prison in Indiana, we are told 
by the Chicago Tribune, deserted his wife ahd child in Texas 
and hied to another southern state, where, if we mistake not, 
he married another woman and left her. Then he came to 
indiana to get rich quick by the opportunity the Klan of- 
fered. 

We hope that Indiana has learned its lesson and that it 
will, before many years roll by, retrieve its past reputation 
for producing and nurturing good statesmen, good writers, 
and even good politicians.
